The Heroes of the Ice Floe=Thelr Appeal
to Congress for Payment for Shattercd
Health=Senator Samner's Aid In-
voked=What the German Government
Did for Thelr Arctic Explorers.

A meeting of five of the crew of the Arctie ex-
ploring sip Polarid was held yesterday morning at
Mr. Smith's sailor boarding house, No. 50 West
sireet, to take steps toward petitioning Congress
to give exira compensation for loss of health to
the men who had miraculously escaped on the lce
floe after undergoing terrible privauons, The
meeting was called to order at noon by Captain
John Morrison, of Bouth street, who was elected
President, this gentleman huving shippea the crew
by orders of the Secretary of the Navy and the
late Captain C. F. Hall,

Alter taking the chair Cuptain MORRIZON made
the lollowing address :(—

I pledge myself to do all I can to help
you, lu furthering your claims upon Con-
gress, lor extra compensation; for 1 leel thut
you hitve honestiy earued 1t by your good conduct
~aud pravery. 1t isan old saying, and a true suay-
ing, thut republics are nograteiul; but 1 trus, that
the United States governmenot will take 1t lnto
consideration your shattered healths and the fear-
{ul nardsnips you have undergons i beiull ot the
seientitic knewledge of this conntry. When I en-
gaged you to go w the Polar regions you agreed to
g0 lor $26 o month, and sigued shippibg ariicies o
rewnin by the ship, or to go on sledging parties,
and Lo remain absent lor five years irom this goun-
try, If necessary. Captain Hall explsiued to me
and I repeated 1t to yon that the’ wages stipulated
were d mere matter of lorm,and that il you rendered
tmpoitant services Lo the governtett you would
be nandsomely recompensed. 1 belfive that Con-
gress wil not digpute whe justice ol yonr claims;
lor you have doue good work, and carried our
starry flag to 82 degrees north dTude. You all
shipped on the understanding toat yon were to
be rewarded i successiul,  (*Thav's so,'! [rom sev-

Mr. CrvaeR—If the German governhment paid
their exploring crew, which ooly got to 76 latitude,
$1,000 gratwsy, I think Uncle Sam might at least
do the same to us, All of us presant suflered
cruelly in the 196 days we were on the lce floe;
nearly all of us here are racked to the present aay
by rhieumatism, which we caught while drifting in
YPolar walers, not Kknowing how many minutes we
had to live, and drinking blood Irom seils and eumt-
ing raw sedl fesh, Every moment we apprehended
we might be separated lrom our Ly, by the lce
breaking, and when I think o1 the darkness and
terrors throngh which we passed, It seems a won-
der Lo me thut we are now i the land ol the Ly
ing. A guarier ol a pound of lood a day dovs not
put much soul mto A man, 1 can tell
vou, and so can my mates, We all lovk upon
saquimanx Joe A8 oar saviour, alter God, angd
hope that i Congress thinks A to give us anything
the blggest sum shoukd go to “Old Joe,”  We once
wrote o lerter to Captain Hall thanging him or nis
kindness to us all, to whicihh he replied, and the
letter can be proguced:i—*Ineed not sesure you
Lt your commuander takes the lvellest interest
in you all, just a8 & 1ather does lor his children,
anitd | thank you lor your good will towards me.

You have left your homes and friends to discover |

the mysterious parts of the earth, and my lerveat
ITAyer 18 Lhat we miay be successiul in achieving
Tesh lpureis for our country.'

LATEST ENGLISH EOCKS.

Review of the Productions=London

Literary Gossip=What the Great
Minds Are Thinking Of=The Cuba

Question Among the Publishers.

. Loxnpon, Nov, 16, 1873,

Mr. John Stuart Mill's autotlogruphy is the most
impirtant among recently publisued works; but it
cannot be gaid to be ln any sense satisfactory. It
18 very lll-eqited—indeed, It has supplied the Pall
Mall Gazette with material for the exercige ol those
functions of reproof and instraction whieh it 18
pever unwilliug to aaminister, by Its short-
comings In  this respect. 1L contiins many
blunders 1o sense a8 well a8 in form, and the fo-
terspersed phrases in the German tongue are
smisnsed dumuably.” It 18 of unasttracuve ex-
terior, horribly suggestive of law reports, printed
in paragraphg; in short, & book to choke off any
public less hungry than ours to read what the
most impressive of the great thinkers of the time
has satd about himsell;, and the mental and
physleal processes  aod [nfluences to which
he was subjected., The wupshot of It all,
when curiosity has oeen saustled, (s, that
Joun Btuart Mill was a very unhappy mang
lortunate in ool Enowing how uulhnppy
he was, because he never had aoy etandard
of sound and wholesome human happiuess by
which to meuasure his own stunted experiences
and eccentric theories. The picture of his child-
hood I3 at once painfol and ludicrous, aud the
portrait of his lather, an impersonation of cold, in-
buninn nlbilism, 18 revolting to minds which refuse
1o belleve that man was muade for philogophy
alome, The story of the mental processes which
have produced so wide and deep an effect upon
the age I8 most interesting, but algo painfual,
because always bearing traces of the npnatural
repression of the thinker's chilibood and youtb,
and falling into the vpposite exireme of wild ex-
aggeration of the cue only strong feeling to which
he was ailowed a full and periectly unquestioned
sway. This feellng was his extraoordinary admira-
tion of hig wife's genjus—admiration to which be
gives expression In térms of almost incredibie
hyperbole. Now, Mrs. Juhn Btuart Mill was doubt-
less & clever woman; there 18 proof of that
in the way she managed her first husband, a8
narrated by nher second, and in toe faet that Mill
says he serlously believed ber to he the Inteilectual
sguperior of all creation, including himsell and
Thomas Carlyle! A confession of faith which only &
very elever woman could extract irom a husband
and o philosopher,

But there 18 no concengus of tegtimony In cor-
roboration of this wonderfu! dictum, and people
are inclined to belleve that, veyond the above.
mentioned feats and the writing of a not remark-
able pamphlet on “Woman's Rights,” the phienix
was a case of fetleh. The chapter of Mill's antobi-
ography which is devoted o his short parlisment-
ary career is unexpectedly meagre, and by its
clear evenness of tone creates the impression that

he took but slight interest in practical politics and

really possessed the philogephical autribute of joe
partiality, It 18, in & word, a twilight book all

through.
THE GROGRAPHERS AT WORK.

The publie pulse I8 being felt again by the
geographers in the lnterests of Arctie exploration.
Brr Itobert Medlure's death has revived the old
controversy concerning the discovery of the North-
west Passage, and the McClureltes and the Frank-
lnites are making statements and counter-state-
ments on behall of thelr respective clients, while
the publication of two Interestlng Arctic books,
and the recent incident of the visit of the rescued
crew of the Polaris, auds in arousing public atten-
tion to the demands of sallors and sovans
that Englund shon!d no jonger stand aloofl
from Arctic enterprise. Last year an attempt
wus made to lnduce the government to de-
gpatch an  expedition by the Smith Sound
route, but Messrs, Lowe and Goschen would
not hear of it. Was not the Challenger
raking up the secrets of the deep at o
yery great expense? and was  the Britsh
ratepayer likely to respond to the further
demands of experimental service, even when
backed up by patriottsm ? So the deputation, a
very numerous and influential one, withdrew dis-
gueted, The incidents of the voynge of the Polaris,
the respect and admiration which American enter-
prise and the individual daring aod devotion
which are exhibited in the expedition of Captain
Hall, whose death 1s deeply lamented nere, nave
all cumulaved to stir up & iresh interest, to arouse
a spirit of emulation, und to set the Aretie people
looking out for gpring with eagerness additionally
keen by reason of the motive that they hope the
government will be induced to sanction an expedi-
tion next year. In this gense both the new Arctic
books are written; one by Captain Wells,
who urges to Spitzbergen, the other by Mr.

Another kKind of explanarion in another part of
the world has prodoced a work which is giving the
authropologists and cthnologists a great deal to
talk of, Lo say nothing of the believers 1o the quasi
sclence of phrenoiogy. It is called “A Phrenologist
Amoug the Todas,” and {8 the result of aclose
and prolonged study of a primitive tribe in South
Indin. It 18 a0 most curious book, amdl conveys a
notion of organjzation and erder much higher than
we are accustomed to aesoclate with any primes
itive tribes, and av the spme thne of a lite, within a
short distance of Britigh settlemoent, as widely apart
from that of any of the natives of India, who are
luciuded smong our subjects, as that wnieh was
lived in the buried cities of Meéxico in' the days
whett they ad o history.
